PARIS, July 
racing name is Andre Beaumont, 
the 1000-mile international circuit avia- 
tion race, which ended today at the 
pvaiation field at Vincennes. As he had 
already won the Paris-to-Rome con- 


test, Conneau brings added glory to the 
French navy, of which he is an officer. 
Garros was second and Vidart third. 

Of the 50 aeroplanists who took wing 
at Vincennes on June 18, nine reached 
the final goal. Two of the racers, Le 
Martin and Landron, and Capt. Prince- 
tau, who had been detailed to work out 
certain problems in reconnoisance in 
connction with the race, were killed on 
the opening day. Several others re- 
ceived more or less serious injuries from 
falls. 

The course took the airmen through 
four countries from Paris across Bel- 
gium and Holland, over the Fnglish 
London and return. Prizes 
ageregating about $100,000 were given. 

The nine survivors started at Calais 
at 6 o'clock this morning on the final 
leg to Paris, with a stop at Amiens. 

Kimmerling Smashes Machine, 

Kimmerling had a bad fall into a 

wheat field near Boulogne-Sur- -Mer. His 


machine capsized and was demolished. 


The aviator, for a wonder, escaped in- 
jury and gamely motored back to Ca- 
lais, where he procured a new aeroplane 
and made a fresh start. 

A vast crowd, more than _ 100,000 Ip 
fiumber, was at Vincennes for the finish, 
but cordons of troops kept the strictest 
order to prevent the possibility of ca- 
tastrophes like those at Issy-Les-Mou- 
linealux at the start of the Paris-to- 
Madifd contest, when Gen. Gertaux, the 
Minister of War, was killed, and Pre- 
mier Monig and others were injured by 
mn aeroplane that crashed into. the 
crowd. 

Today M, Lepine, the prefect of police, 
forbade the aviators flying over Paris, 
and ordered them to make a detour 
of the city. 

The racers were given a splendid wel- 
come as they gre to earth. The Vin- 
cennes woods rang with cheers as Beau- 
mont stepped out of his machine. VFel- 
low officers, rushing up, first embraced 
and then carried ‘him off the field in tri- 
umph. 

The race really was between Béau- 


fmont and Roland Garros, the leaders by

Conneau Files Under Name of Pio- 
neer Inventor. 


When Conneau entered the aeroplane 
races the fact that he took the name of 
Beaumont did not occasion a great deal 
of comment, as the adoption of assumed 
names when competing in sporting 
events is rather commén among French 
Conneau took the name for 
purely sentimental reasons. 

Iie wished to rehabilitate the mem- 
ary of an uncle, Andre Beaumont, who 
died several years ago. The uncle had 
been ridiculed by his neighbors for de- 
Claring that mankind would some day 
Tiy and for spending a large part of his 
fortune in an effort to Glecover a flying 
machine. 

For more than sixty years the uncle 
Gevoted his time and money to the 
conquest of the air. He made many in- 
ventions, but none of them was suc- 
tessful. Wiseacres scoffed at him, pooh- 
Poohed his hobby and even hinted that 
he was mentally unbalanced. 

The young Lieutenant. shared al) of 
Andre Beaumont's belief in heavier- 
than-air machines, and his enthusiasm, 
fired in boyhood, has never waned. 

When he decided to compete in air 
Paces, it seemed fitting to him that 
Andre Beaumont's scientific struggle

Grieved Because Wife Had De- 
cided to Wait Before Join- 
ing Him. 





While kneeling by the bed of 4-year- 
old Jimmy Baker, son-~of his landlady, 
Orville Alenzo Moss swallowed carbolic 
acid and laudanum at 6:30 a. m. Friday 
at his boarding place, 634 Collinsville 
avenue, East St. Louis. He died short- 
ly afterward in St. Mary's Hospital. 

His separation, for business reasons, 
from his wife and four children had 
worried Moss. One of his children was 
about the age and size of Jimmy Baker, 
and for that reason he had shown \ 
great fondness for the child. 

“Good-by, Jimmie,"”’ he said Friday 
morning as he leaned over the boy’s 
bedside and kissed him. ‘I'll never 
kiss you again.”’ 

Then he knelt by the bed and Ed- 
mond Baker, the boy’s father, entering 
the room a moment later and viewing 
his posture with some surprise, noticed 
that his hand held a bottle. He shook 
Moss, and found him but partly con- 
scious. 

Took Two Poisons. 

A closer look showed a second bot- 
tle in his hand. Each bottle was a two- 
ounce vial, and the labels showed the 
deadly nature of the poisons they had 
contained. 

Physicians at St. Mary’s were unable 
to revive him. After his death a note 
was found in his pocket which read: 

Kind Brother: As I am in the con- 
dition I am, I don’t care to live any 
longer. You will find with this note 

a receipt for my Woodman dues. 

Send it to Kate. I can’t afford to go 

home in the condition I am in, and 

I can’t stay here any longer, so tell 

them not to worry about me. Good- 

by. 

The Bakers and Love Moss, a brother 
of the dead man, said they knew c’ no 
reason for the suicide except loneliness: 
The reference to his ‘‘condition” in the 
note was not understood by them, as 
they said he had been sober and in ap- 
parent good health. 

Moss was 33 vears old, and lived until 
recently with his family in Dzehlgren, 
Ill. He had an opportunity to make 
much more as a carpenter in East St. 
Louis than at home, and so made the 
change in residence. 

For several weeks he sent his wife ..'s 
earnings, except what he paid for board, 
and then he wrote to her to take the 
children and join him in East St. Louis. 
She replied that she thought it better 
to wait in Dahlgren until he was more 
securely established in his employment, 
and her decision distressed him great- 


ly.

The following letter is a character- 
istic one. It bore no date, but was 


written by Stokes while in Chicago, 
in 1907 or 1908. 

Miss Lillian Graham, Apartment 
154, Ansonia, New York City. 

My Dear Miss Lilllan: I am cross, 
crabbed, ugly old cove, and such a 
nice letter from such a pretty girl 
has turned my head. In the first 
place, you know I am a divorced man, 
forbidden to marry; second, any man 
who has failed to retain the love of 
the woman who Was desperately in 
love with him would count it a crime 
to try matrimony on a girl the second 
time. 

In the third place, I am too old. so 
all I can do is to be polite, and some 
day come across a widow or divorcee 
who has had all the matrimonial ex- 
perience she wants for life and we 
will just be good friends. 

We will go traveling and outing to- 
gether and we will have pleasant 
stories and such things. 

The stage is meager and common, 
and no matter how nice a girl is, 
let her once go on the stage and she 
is spolled. It is all effect and imita- 
tion. 

There are several dozen widows and 
divorcees here that I intend look- 
ing over very carefully before I 
return, but I will make no selection 
before I have talked it over with you. 

There is a widow,. right small, 
about 24 vears old.

Writes of Stage. 
Another letter in which Mr. Stokes

My Dear Miss Graham: My advice 
is not to go in any vaudeville show, 
in fact, not to go on the stage. 

You may have made up your mind 
to do this. Perhaps you intend to 
wed yourself to the stage and try 
become an artist like Mrs. Carter, or 
lillian Russell, and to banish mar- 
riage forever. 

I am over twice as old as you are. 
I have had a lot of experience with 
the world. My advice to you is to 
drop all such ideas. You might listen 
to a young, handsome, marrying 
man, but 1 ain a divorcee, ¢forbid- 
den to marry by the State, and any 
man who failed to make one woman 
happy would be a fool to try to do 
it on another, and besides that, I 
am past the age of marriage, and so 
you can rely upon my advice as 
common sense, and if you follow it 
you will not regret it. 

You marry some rich young fel- 
low, whose companionship will be 
worth more to you than all the 
worthless admiration of a cheap 
stage or a heartless social] life.

Adjournment for the summer is post- 
poned beyond today, due to the efforts 
of the delegates hostile to Mayor Kreis- 
mann. Thursday's special meeting was 
called with the intention of disposing of 
important legislation, so that the vaca- 
tion could begin today. 

Every Bill Laid Over. 

Every bill that came before the House 
for final action was laid over with the 
explanation that someone wanted to 
study it. Among these were the meas- 
ure extending the west railroad ap- 
proach of the Free Bridge to Twenty- 
third and Gratiot streets; the bill grant- 
ing the St. Louis & Jennings Railway 
Co, a franchise on Florissant avenue: 
several switch bills and bills author- 
izing contracts on the new municipal 
courts nilding. 

When Speaker Lawton and _ the 
Mayor’s supporters forced a vote on 
a bl for the building of concrete cells 
in the mew city jai), the members 
promptly defeated it.

As the bill leaves the 
Lords it commits to a joint committee 
of six members of the two:houses the 
power of deciding whether any Dill is 
a money bill—a power which the Gov- 
ernment bill reposes in the Speaker of 
the House of Commons alone. Further, 
the same committee will have virtual 
power to refer any important bill to a 
referendum of. the people. | 

July 13 has been fixed by the Lords as 
the report stage, and when the bill goes 
back to the Commons it is certain that 
the amendments will be rejected en bloc. 

What course the Lords will then adopt 
is uncertain, but the strongest influences 
are being brought to bear from the 
strongest section of the Unionist party 
to persuade the leaders against forcing 
the Government to invoke the creation 
of 500 peers.

As an ethical lecturer, Judge Gary is a business 
success. Nothing could be more pleasing and in- 
spiring than his address before the International 
‘Conference at Brussels of representatives of the 
steel interests of “the golden rule applied to busi- 
ness. ” 
But who is the neighbor of the business. man? 
To whom is he to apply his golden rule? Mani- 
festly, his fellow business men engaged in the 
game industry. There is no hint in Judge Gary’s 
lecture of a broader application of the ethieal 
tule. JIronmasters shall love ironmasters; oil’ 
men shall love oil men. The unity and solidarity 
for mutual profit of the special interests—that is 
_the goal of the Gary ethical system. The rule 
ls excellent so far as it goes, but it doesn’t go 
far enough. It does not comply with Kant’s 
.categorical imperative, that the true rule of 
ethics shall be capable of universal application. 
-{t is the Golden Rule, Limited. It takes no ac- 
count of mankind outside of steel. 
Fortunately, we have embodied in statute law a 
better law of business ethics than that advocated 
by Judge Gary. It is the Golden Rule, Unlim- 
‘\tted. It includes al] interests within the rule 
pf justice. It guards the consuming public and 
pompetitor from the oppression of restricted 
philanthropy. We may not apply it to the for- 
_pign combination, but it has effective ethical and 
legal force to check the merging of American

Firmer cables and fears of another 
hot wave in the Nerthwest caused wheat 
to advance again in the local grain mar- 
ket Friday morning. The opening for 
the pending option showed a gain of 
4c over the previous resting figures, and 
during the early trading a still further 
advance was scored. 


The bull fever seemed to have gotten 
into the veins of ail traders, and all 
cereals were on the upturn, both here 
and in other leading domestic grain cen- 
ters. The rains over portions of the 
corn belt failed to weaken that cereal, a 
gain of l%c being shown in the initial 
quotations on July corn. 

A lively spurt of business stirred the 
pit immediately after the gong sound- 
ed, but when that had worn itself out, 
trading lapsed back into quietness here, 
though Chicago reported considerable 
excitement and a bulky trade through- 
out the day. Minneapolis also reported 
a broad trade. 

The weather map was rather discour- 
aging from the bear viewpoint, showing 
mainly clear skies, with official predic- 
tions for generally clear weather and 
rising temperatures. This, coupled with 
telegraphic advices from Kansas and 
other sections of the West, that drench- 
ing rains are badly needed for corn and 
pastures, ‘strengthened the bull senti- 
ment. 

There was no particular reason for the 
gain in wheat, as receipts locally were 
enormous, and the same was true of 
primary points generally and the North- 
west. The country is selling very free- 
ly, and the movement of new grain is 
expected to augment to a large extent 
from now until marketing of the crop is 
at its height. 

Broomhall’s Liverpool cable stated 
that there was an advance there of 
%d at the opening, the lower Ameri- 
can markets on Thursday and favor- 
able Russian advices being offset by 
the restless political proposition in- 
vclved in the Moroccan situation. A 
further advance was based on the 
forecast for light shipments for the 
week, especially to the United King- 
dom, and fears of drouth in India.
